"These are the llrsl cases we have had 
in this section." said Dr. Cahill, "but 
we have had a number of cases In other 
parts of the state. The disease is not 
considered 
contagious but It Is fatal.

There have 
been over 150 eases In Massachusetts 
within the last few months and all of 
them, it Is stated, have proved fatal.

said that all of the others are very lia- 
ablc to have it.

Dr. Cahill Explains Uncommon 


Ground 
Germ Disease That 


Generally Proves Fatal to Cattle 


A ground germ disease that has been 


more prevalent than usual In different 
parts of the stale, and that is fatal to 
cattle has found Its way to this section, 
William H. Pcabody of Pelham having 
lost six young cattle that were pas- 
tured'in East 
Dracut. 
Other 
cattle 


supposed to have been affected have 
been examined and are said not to bo 
Buffering from the disease. 
Dr. Edward A. Cahill. who is con- 


nected with the state bureau of animal 
indusfry, was seen this morning and 
said that he had investigated the cattle 
poisoning in Dracut. 
There were 
11 


cattle pastured on what is known as 
the "Austin land," and six of them 
were taken sick and died. 


Dr. Cahill said that the ground germ 


eaten by the cattle produced a sort of 
Mood 
poisoning that 
proved 
fatal. 


"These- are the first cases we have bad 
In this section," said Dr. Cahill, "but 
we have had a number of cases in other 
parts of the state. The disease Is not 
considered contagious but tt is fatal. 


Wo do not know of anything that will 
kill the germ' and it has been more 
plentiful this year than usual, due, we 
Uelieve, to the great amount of rain. 
There Is a certain kind of land where 
the germ seems to prosper, and 1 pre- 
sume that the land where Mr. Pea- 
body's cows were pastured ia of that 
kind." 


Dr. Cahll! stated that the disease ia 


usually caused by cattle feeding around 
stagnant pools at low water, and the 
heavy raina this summer have brought 
about ju&t such a condition in a great 
many localities as to prosper the gem) 
responsible for the disease. There have 
been over 150 cases In Massachusetts* 
within the last few months and all of 
them, it is stated, have proved fatal. 


The sixth cow of Mr. Peabody's herd 


that died did not show symptoms of the 
disease at the time of Dr. Cahill's ex- 
amination of the herd, but subsequently 
developed the disease, and Dr. Cahill 
said that all of the others are very lla- 
ablc to have it.

peace foundation, outlined the stand 
of tho peace advocates In relation to 
the work of the commission. He said 
he believed In preparedness and that 
the nation at all times should bo ready 
to compel peace. 


Mr. Farley, who wos one of the men 


who helped .raise the flrst Massachu 
setts contingent which went to Platts- 
burp, N. V., said that Massachusetts 
needs foilr or five times the number 
of troops now organized and that 
military training was desirable. 
He 


said that military service should bo 
placed on the same plane as taxation 
He also advocated a chain of summer 
camps similar to the one at Platts- 
burg.
